POPE IS RELUCTANT

used for almost three centuries—is 
absolutely necessary.

On the other hand there is a strong 
current among the cardinals here, all 
of whom are deeply concerned over 
the controversy in Mexico, and other 
ecclesiastics in favor of mild action, 
as they feel that the situation may be 
solved without resorting to a measure 
the consequences of which perhaps 
may be too permanent and wide- 
sweeping. 


CRESPI IS ORDERED 
EXPELLED BY MEXICO. 

Mexico City, July 30.—(4)—Mon- 
signor Tito Crespi, in charge of the 
apostolic legation in Mexico City since 
the expulsion of Monsignor Caruana, 
the papal nuncio, was ordered ex- 
pelled from the country~today. The 
order came at the direction of Presi- 
dent Calles because the government 
considered his presence in Mexico ‘“‘in- 
convenient.’’ 

Monsignor Crespi was given 24 
hours to depart, but on intervention 


of the Italian legation the time was:

I have not taken partici- 
pation whatever in the present relig- 
10u3 conflict, which has been handled 
solely by the Mexican archbishops 
and bishops, My attitude has been ab- 
solutely neutral in all Mexican local 


affairs, and the authorities are ac-|

“But I am the representative of a 
power which has publicly announced 
its support of the Mexican episco- 
pate’s attitude and my presence is 
not desired. Let God’s will be done.’’ 

The prelate was reluctant about 
making his statement, because he 
feared it might be considered a vio- 
lation at the last moment of his at- 
titude of absolute non-participation in 
Mexican religious affairs. 

“I am sorry the outrage done me 
is so tremendous,”’ the statement said, 
“that it violates the sacred rights of 
liberty and reflects upon the church.

Mexico City, July 30.—Monsignor 
Jose Mora y Del Rio, archbishop of 
Mexico, and head of the Catholic 
church of Mexico, in an interview to- 
day, sent his salutations to the people 
of the United States, Catholics and 
nonCatholics alike, who have exhibited 
a strong sympathy for the Catholics 
of Mexico in their struggle for re- 
ligious liberty. 

The archbishop said the attitude of 
the church in Mexico is one not of 
opposition to the government or laws 
of Mexico, but a struggle to preserve 
intact the rules, laws, regulations and 
customs of the church. The laws re- 
straining the church are calculated to 
disrupt church discipline, he declared. 
The civil law requiring the registra- 
tion of the priests is calculated to dis- 
rupt the church organization, since 
all the occupants of the churches 
should hold them through the church, 
otherwise the priests would be sub- 
ject to two conflicting jurisdictions. 

The Catholic church has no objec- 
tion to the registration of priests 
civilly, provided such _ registration 
comes through the church organiza- 
tion, recognizing the right of the 
church first to registration and thie 
delivery of such registrations to the 
civie authorities by the proper super- 
vising church authorities.

Washington, July 30.—())—A re- 
aligament of relationships between va- 
rious roads making up the New York 
Central system was laid before the 
interstate commerce commission today 
for its approval. 

The new arrangement would be 
based on a series of 99-year leases. 
The New York Certral itself would 
lease the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chi- 


cago & St. Louis (Big Four), the 
Michigan Central and the Chicago, 
Kalamazoo & Saginaw, while the Big 
Four, in turn, would lease the Cin- 
cinnati, Northern & Evansville, In- 
dianapolis & Terre Haute. In each 
case the applicant for a lease already 
controls, directly or indirectly, the 
mileage involved. 

Economies, increased efficiency and 
improved service were promised in the 
poo nae egg whch contemplate a sim- 
plification of operating accounts and 
reduction of duplication. 

Under the proposed leasing plan, 
the New York Central would pay the 
Big Four “such sums as may be rea- 
sonably required” for maintenance. 

Minority ‘stockholders of the Big 
Four would receive $1.25 quarterly 
on each share of preferred and $5 
more annually on each share of com- 
mon stock and those who desired to 
sell to the New York Central would 
be paid a “fair value,” to be deter- 
mined, if necessary, by appraisers.

Judge Sibley set Monday morning, 
August 9, at 10 o’clock for the hear- 
ing on the temporary order. In re- 
ply to repeated requests of Attorney 
George Spence, representing Brady, 
that the court issue a temporary re- 
straining order, Judge Sibley declared 
that it would be incumbent upon him 
to state in such an order the reasons 
therefor. To this Mr. Spence replied 
that his reason in asking such an 
order would be to protect “innocent 
holders” of the bonds. 

Mr. Spence contended that the bonds 
were illegal on the grounds that the 
city had provided only $1,000,000 for 
the twin viaduct project, when the 
actual cost of construction plus al- 
leged liability damages to property 
owners was more than $7,000,000. 
Mr. Mayson declared that there was 
nothing in the Brady suit touching on 
emergency, which would be the only 
grounds under federal statutes that 
would allow the issuance of a tem- 
porary restraining order.

ReportDenounces 


Dream ot Gould 
For Great Road 


Washington, July 30.—(/)—The 
boldness with which the late George 
J. Gould attempted to bring into ma- 
terial being a dream of a transconti- 
nental railroad aud left in the wake 
of the effort a striag of disconnected 
railronds, receiverships, worthless se- 
curities and tragedy to hundreds of 
investors, was denounced in a report 
made public today by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

It was based on ‘an investigation 
instituted by the commission five 


years ago into the interrelated finan- 
cial operations of the old and new 
Denver Rio Grande Western rail- 
roads and the original aad reorgan- 
ized Western Pacific systems. All of 
them at one time or another in the 
early part of the 20th century piled 
upon the financial rocks as a climax 
to the stupendous undertaking to crosy 
the great divide with aaother major 
railroad. 

The Western Pacific was to have 
provided by Rocky Mountaia-Pacific 
end of the transcontinental system, 
but the action of Gould and others in 
saddling onto the Denver & Rio 
Grande the burden of financing the 
project “with little concern” as _ to 
whether the latter could bear it with- 
out impairment of its own facilities 
came in for sharp criticism in the 
comfmfission’s conclusions. 

The insolvencies and receiverships 
summarized were all traceable, the re- 
port said, to one source, “the assump- 
tion in 1905 by the Denver companies 
of obligations with respect to the 
Western Pacific and its securities 
which were beyond ,their abilities to 
fulfill. The enormous losses’ by 
stockholders and bondholders and the 
long period of impaired railroad serv- 
ice followed as the natural economic 
results of that one ill-advised under- 
taking.”

BANK DEBIT SHOW 
GAININ SAVANNAR 


Savannah, Ga., July 30.—(#)—Indi- 
cating a steady, substantial growth in 
entire absence of boom _ conditions, 
bank debits for Savannah for the first 
seven months of 1926, officially com- 
piled by the local board of trade, shows 
an increase of 16.5 per cent for those 
months in 1926 over the corresponcing 
period of 1925 and a gain of 42 per 


cent over a like period in 1922. 


The total bank debits for the first 
seven months of this year were $591,- 
688,056, while the amount shown for 
the same period of 1925 was $508,018,- 
233, and the total for 1922 was $416,- 
663,410. The net gain in debits dur-; 
ing the first seven months of this year 
over that period of last year’ amounted 
to $83,649,823, while the gain over 
an jike period during the year 1922, 
five years ago amounted to $175,004,- 
646. 

This great increase for the first 
seven months of this year is shown 
even to greater advantage when it 1s 
recalled that bank debits for 1925 were 
the greatest in the history of Savannah. 
Last year's total in bank debits was 
listed in excess of one billion dollars.

FLORA RUM RO 
WRECKED IN GALE 


30.—(P)—Rum 


Miami, Fla., July 


} row, ancient rendezvous of pirates and 


freebooters and now the “capitol” of 
the invisible bootleggers kingdom, to- 
day was a wreck. 

The hurricane which swept through 
the Bahamas and up the East Florida 
coast, leaving-in its wake more. than 
200 dead, crippled shipping, millions 
of dollars in waterfront and other 
property damage and broken lines of 
communication, left the smal! chain 
of keys a picture of desolation from 
the North Bimini Island through Gun 
Cay, two score miles off the lower 
Florida coast. 2 

‘The storm, after unleeshing its full 


force on Nassau and its Island of 
New Providence, veered northwest- 
ward and swept with increasing in- 
tensity through rum row Tuesday, at- 
taining a velocity in excess of 130 
miles-an hour. according to calcula- 
tions of rum runners. 

Eight floating liquor warehouses, 
berthed in snug anchorages Within the 
keys the year round were sunk by. the 
storm, the few persons aboard the 
craft swimming ashore to safety. No 
lives had been reported lost in a 
partial check of the islands. 

Rum kings said there were cargoes 
aboard the boats aggregatifig more 
than $250.000 in assorted liquors in 
“hams” of six quart bettles each. 
These supply ships, built staunchly 
for the occasional disturbances in the 
tropics, were whipped about the keys, 
finally plunging to the bottom. 


STORM-SWEPT ANSALDO

Jacksonville, Fla., July 30.—(7)— 
With her decks stil] awash, and bat- 
tered and torn by the West Indian 
hurricane which raged up the Florida 
east coast, the Italian steamer Ap- 
saldo San ‘Giorgio II limped into port 
this afternoon and dropped anchor 
off the Municipal docks.

Florida Plans Reopening 


Of Banks Recently Closed 


Tallahassee, Fla., July 30.—(?)— 
State Comptroller Ernes Amos gave 
out information today that plans for 
reopening a number of the banks re- 
cently suspended in Florida were 
progressing satisfactorily. Telegraphic 
reports from the examiners at several 
points indicated that reopening plans 
would be completed in several places 
on or before August 15. 

“I am pleased to note,” Mr. Amos 
said, “that in some cases where the 
depositors and officers of the banks 
have appeared to look upon the sit- 
uation as hopeless when the bank first 
suspended, have, after consultations 
with this office, gone vigorously to 
work on plans I suggested for reopen- 
ing.” 

Continuing. Mr. Amos said: “As 
stated in an interview given some ten 
days ago the storm has spent itself 
and the financial sky is rapidly clear- 
ing. Anyone who is in close touch with 
the situation can readily see this. 
Confidence is being restored and those 
within the state and without the 
state, who at first were disposed to 
be panicky, are now acting with cooler 
judgment and realize that the whole 
trouble was confined almost entirely to 
a certain system of banks.

jury could possibly arise out of the 
former system’s activities in Florida. 

“It is time for all of us in Florida 
to quit talking about what has hap- 
pened and present a solid front to 
those interested in other states that 
are jealous of Florida’s progress and 
development and would do all possible 
to injure u;. We, who have the in- 
terest of Florida at heart, should 
realize that confidence in our own 
institutions and i. our own affairs 
is needed now and is ‘justified. The 
idle.talker who usually knows noth- 
ing about the subject, should not be 
permitted to start unfounded rumors. 
One who does this subjects himself to 
being hailed in the courts to answer 
for the damage done by his circula- 
tion of unfounded comments’on finan- 
cial institutions. 

“In working out various plans for 
the reconstruction and reopening of 
banks that have suspended, I see un- 
mistakable evidence of restored confi- 
dence, Necessary loans in some cases 
which a month ago would have been 
unobtainable are now being: arranged. 
The people are showing a cooler judg- 
ment and a more calm attitude all of 
which are the very best evidence that 
our financial flurries have subsided, 
and we should now regard the situa- 
tion as again practically normal.”

Cardinal Dubois 


Praises Religious 


Liberty in U. S.' 


Paris, July 30.—()—tThe religious 
freedom in the United States aad lack 
of prejudice greatly impressed Car- 
dinal DuBois, archbishop of Paris, 
who has written a letter to the weekly 
organ of his diocese concerning the re- 
cent Chieago eucharistic congress. 

“The event was an incomparable 
triumph for the holy eucharist ia that 


immense, populous city, bustling with 
business, where all nationalities rub 
shoulders and every form of civiliza- 
tion and religion mingle together,” the 
cardinal wrote. 

His letter sums up the congress as 
a lesson ia faith and a striking testi- 
many to the unity of the Catholic 
church, which made a strong impres- 
sion, especially on those dissenting 
from its doctrines or belonging to no 
religion. The cardinal was particu- 
larly struck by the full liberty allow- 
ed the organizers of the congress, de- 
scribing it as “an example of the truly 
liberal spirit.” : 

He spoke of the cooveration of the

suring success of the congress and 
drew attention to the official aeutral- 
ity shown. He recalled that Presi- 
dent Coolidge sent a message and that 
the mayors of New York and Chicago 
received Cardinal Bonzano, the papal 
legate, and other cardinals. 

“Attention, politeness and sym- 
pathy were everywhere, yet it was a 
Catholic fete in a country where 
Catholics are far from a majority,” 
concludes .the cardinal, wondering 
when such liberty will be allowed the 
churches of France.
